; VERY homemaker knows how 
important a part cheese plays 
in the planning of her fall menus, 
There are many varieties, each 
nourishing and appetizing in it- 
Self, and it combines well with 
other foods. Fresh fruit, salads, 
vegetables and pastries are better 
when served with cheese. The fa- 
vorite apple pie and cheddar 
cheese you all know are practically 
inseparable, 

But the commonest cheese of 
all is probably least appreciated, 
except in foreign kitchens. I mean 
cream cheese or its close relative 
“pot,” or cottage, cheese. Let us 
consider some of the ways in 
which it can enhance your menus:

Blend cream cheese with a tasty 
India relish, stuff into the rolls 
and chill until mealtime. Slice in

Blend 1 cup sweetened con- 
densed milk and 3. tablespoons 
lemon juice until the mixture 
thickens. Mash one 3-ounce pack- 
age cream cheese and add to the 
sweetened milk. Beat. until smooth 
Bake your favorite gingerbread 
and cut into squares, When cool- 
ed, split the pieces and spread 
with the cheese mixture. Serve at 
once. 

Chocolate Roll 

Make or buy in packages the 
large, soft chocolate cookies. 
Mash cream cheese and make a 
fluffy mixture with apple jelly or 
apple butter and put the cookies 
together, sandwich fashion, to 
form a long roll with the cheese 
mixture as filling. Cover the out- 
side of the roll with the mixture, 
too. Chill for three hours. Slice 
diagonally in thin slices and serve. 


Cheese Pastry 


Cut 1% cup shortening and one 
3-ounce package cream cheese 
into each cup flour, using 2 knives 
or a pastry blender. Roll out on a 
lightly fioured board and use for 
lining a pie pan or making tart 
shells. If not used immediately, 
wrap in waxed paper and chill 
intil you are ready to use. This 
crust is delicious for fruit pies or 
pies with a cooked custard or 
other filling. The small tarts are 
especially good with a jelly or 
jam filling, with or without a thin
